A statement issued by the company 
says that in all 297 cars were damaged 
during yesterday’s disorders, two cars 
were burned and others partly burned; 
and 2608 car windows were broken. 

The company expects to keep in op- 
eration today 1200 cars, 600 less than the 
regular schedule,

séctions. Service was uncertain. Some 
of the cars were half filled, but the ma- 
jority of them carried few passengers. 

That the fear of personal injury was 
well grounded was shown by reports 
from different sections during the 
morning of the throwing of stones, re- 
sulting in the breaking of car windows 
and the slight injury of several per- 
sons. 


The persons wounded by bullets yes- 
terday were watching the crowds. Ex- 
cept in the case of the lttle girl who 
was hit by a policeman’s bullet, those 
suffering from pistol wounds were 
struck by stray shots fired into the air 
by persons in the crowds.

Spiritualists Propose to Learn 
How, Hatchet-Cherry Tree 
Yarn Originated. 


THREE-DAY SESSION 


State Organization Planning 
a Monster Assemblage. of 
the Long-Departed. 


What George Washington himself 
thinks about the story of the cherry 
tree may come out Tuesday evening, 
Washington’s birthday, at the first ses- 
sion of the State Spiritualists’ Associa- 
tion’s annual mecting at the Spiritual- 
ists’ Temple, 4151 Delmar boulevard. 
The association will meet Tuesday, 
Wednesday and Thursday. All the §Spir- 
itualists in St. Louis, belonging to the 
association, are expected to attend, as 
well as 100 delegates from various parts 
of the State. 

“No medium can call on Washington’s 


ry tree,”’ said Dr. Otto Vierling, state 
president of the association, Monday, 
“but if Washington himself wishes the 
world to know, his spirit will be there 
to tell it through one of the mediums. 
If the story of the cherry tree is untrue 
and he wishes to deny it, his spirit will 
make the denial through a medium. 
George Not the Only One. 
‘Not only Washington, | 
other spirits who wish to get into com- 
munication with members of the con- 
gregation or people in the church will 
attend the evening sessions to send their 
messages through the mediums.”’ 

“The medium,” continued Dr. Vierling, 
“is merely a telephone through which 
the spirits talk. One medium may act 
for numberless spirits. Just like the 
ordinary phone, however, the medium is 
often busy and when a second spirit 
tries to get connection he is flashed a 
‘busy’ signal. 

“It is doubtful whether the operator 
can of her own accord call the spirit 
back to the line when it is free again. 
It is more likely that the spirit must 
himself call again to see whether the 
line is still busy. 


Talk in. Own Lasiguage. 
“Some of thé mediums will take mes- 


sages in English, while others will take 
thern from the spirits in German. A 
spirit that was a German in this world 
does not like to talk through an English 
medium and for that reason we will 
rhave German mediums at the session. 
The same for negroes. A negro spirit 
does not like an English medium. 

“But as there &re so many spirits and 
so few mediums it is often necessary for 
the mediums to send their communica- 
tions to this side through the instru- 
mentality of a spirit interpreter. For 
instance, it is not likely that we will 
have a Chinese mediu mat the sessions 
and so in case a Chinese spirit has 
something to say, he will be forced to 
tel lit to one of the English or German 
spirits and they will translate it through 
the medium. 

“The spirits have everything on ‘the 
other side’ that weshave in this world, 
only they do not have it in materia) 
form. They have their homes and fam- 
ilies and associations and everything 
else that we have, only they have them 
spiritually. 

“I do not think they have street cars, 
because they do not require such means 
of conveyance from one place to an- 
other. Rut they do have schools and 
school teachers.”

Deputy Sheriff Jack Sturdy has 
cemented himself more firmly than ever 
in the hearts of his St. Louis County 
by demonstrating that he

Nobody had suspected his 
cowboy gifts until, astride the slippery 
ridge pole of the Valley Park grain 
elevator, he sent a coil of rope neatly 
over the shoulders of Peter Cazazza, 


who was dancing with death on the 
gutter-spouting at the edge of the 
building. 

Peter Cazazza is a glassblower in 
working hours, and at other times an 
amateur sleuth. He declined Monday 
at Clayton, where he is confined pend- 
ing an inquest into his sanity, to say 
what were the clews that led him down 
the slippery slate roof of the elevator 
to the perilous ledge of the building, 125 
feet from the ground; but it was ap- 
parent to those who saw him there that 
he was triumphant.

Sturdy procured a long clothesline, en- 
tered the elevator by an unlocked win- 
dow which probably had served Cazazza 
for ingress, ascended the stairway and 
got onto the roof through a trap door. 
Being in full possession of his mental 
faculties, he did not attempt Cazazgza’s 
feat of sliding to thd edge, but straddled 
the ridge pole and swung the coiled line 
over his head, then pitchec: it: teward 
Cazazza, who ceased his dancing in sur- 
prise. 

The first throw went wild and the 
throng below the elevator groaned. The 
second was more successful. The loop 
settled prettily over Cazazza’s shoul- 
ders and Sturdy pulled him to the ridge, 
then escorted him in safety to the 
ground. 

Valley Park first learned of Cazazza’s 
detective aspirations when he tore down 
all the police notices of rewards offered 
for criminals that were tacked in Jus- 
tice Brooks’ office, and made off to the 
‘woods to look for the criminals Re- 
turning- subsequently, he tore down the 
telephone in Brook’s office, declaring he 
believed it concealed an important clew. 
For this he was tried at Clayton for 
malicious destruction of property and 
served a sentence. 

In the cell with Cazazza was a negro 
whom Cazazza declared to be a mur- 
derer.

measure—that it compromised certain old claims the city. has against the 
Terminal monopoly—and ag susch required a two-thirds vote instead of a 
majority, In the House of Delegates 19 votes constitute two-thirds, and the 
most optimistic friends of the bill did not suppose it could muster 19 votes.

Speaker Rombaucr’s amendment to the 
‘“‘erminal bill eliminates reference to the 
old claims ment-one: i- it, and pro- 
vides that the Terminal shall pay the 
city $1,000,000, without saying what the 
money is: ald for. 

. Original Bill Modified. 

Originally, it was specified that this 
money was paid in lieu of a station in 
North St. Louis, a viaduct over the 
trainshed at the Union Station, and in 
payment for ground unlawfully occu- 
pied by the Terminal, which built a 
larger station than. at first contemplat- 
ed, and took land for which no return 
has been made to the city. 

These claims against the Terminal 
have been pending fo- years, and the 
bi.l proposed to satisfy them, provided 
the city would vacate its streets in the 
Ranken tract, needed by the Terminal 
for additional yardage. 

Rombauer’s amendment changed sec- 
tion 10 of the bill so + to take from it 
any reference to the claims. He says 
tr!, prevents the bill from being a com- 
promise measure. 

If the amendment carries and is ac- 
cepted as taking out the compromise 
feature of the bill, only 15 votes, instead 
of 19, will be required to pass it. 

Lawyers at the City Hall disagree 
with Rombauer on this point. They 
say that even if no reference is made 
in the bill to the disputed claims, the 
payment of $1,000,000 by the Terminal in 
settlement of them, even tacitly, will 
leave the bill still a ¢ompromise. 

And they declare that, if the Terminal] 
pays the money without specifying what 
it fe paid for, and the bill stands as 
not being a compromise,.then the city 
will still have its old claims to press, 
and will have the $1,000,000 too. 

| The City Counselor probably will be 
asked for an opinion on this point. In 
the meantime, the City Hall is trying 
to solve the mystery of those twv 
amendments Friday night—one to the 
Terminal. bill and one to the Tuesday 
minutes.

LONDON, Feb. 2i.-King Edward this 
afternoon opened in state the third par- 
iament of his . In a momentous 
ue a h from Fart to His Majesty 
outlined the plan of the ministerial cam- 
paign against the House of Lords as fol- 
lows: 

“Recent experience has discloeda seri- 
ous difficulties due to recurring differ- 
ences of a strong opinion between the 
two branches of the legislature. Pro- 
posal will be laid before you with all 
convenient speed to define the relations 
between the houses of Parliament so 
as to obtain the urdivided authority of 
the House of Commons over finance and 
ite predominance in legislation. 

“These measures, in the opinion of 
my advisors, should provide that this 
House should be so constituted and em- 
powered as to expose impartially, in re- 
gard to proposed legislation, the func- 
tions of initiation, revision and, subject 
to proper safeguards, of delay.” 

Parliament was opened formally this 
afternoon, by King Edward, who was 
accompanied by Queen Alexandria, and 
is now fully organized and ready fér 
work of the session. 

The state opening was marked by all 
the pomp and pageantry associated with 
those occasions since the ascension of 
Hdward VII. The royal progress through 
the troop-lined streets from Buckingham 
Palace to the palace at Westminster 
drew the usual huge crowds, but wide- 
spread ag has been always the interest 
in these brilliant functions, both among 
the public and those personally partici- 
pating in them, today’s ceremony had 
an attraction all its own. 

Prussian Prince Present. 
Uppermost in the minds of the thous- 
ands who witnessed the spectacle in 
the streets and among the occupants of 
the red-clothed benches in the gilded 
chamber, was the thought of the forth- 
coming fight. which threatens the very 
existence of the hereditary house of 
peers and the conjecture whether they 
were spectators of acts precluding his- 
teric changes in centuries-old institu- 
tions of Great Britain. 

The ceremony itself did not differ 
outwardly from scores of previous state 
openings, except in the presence close 
to the throne of the Prince and Princess 
Henry of Prussia. The former wore 
the uniform of an officer of the Brit- 
ish navy. He was recently appointed 
Admiral-of-the-Fleet. 

Every corner of the chamber was 
filled and the varied colorings of the 
peers, bishops and judges’ robes, the 
court, diplomatic. naval and military 
uniforms, with the beautiful gowns of 
richly jeweled women, made a scene of 
brilliancy. ; 

Redmond Seeks Fund. ' 

A meeting of all of the Irish National- 
ists in the new House of Commons was 
held this afternoon to determine the 
party attitude toward the governmental 
program. John Redmond, leader of the 
Irish Parliamentary party, presided and 
that he is in a mood to fight unless Pre- 
mier Asquith clears the way for Irish 
aspirations may be gathered from his 
appeal to the people of Ireland, issued 
this morning for party funds.

Councilman Convinced La- 
clede Company’s Charter 
- Is Insufficient. 


MEASURE IS PREPARED 


Right -to Regulate Scale of 
Prices Is to Be Insisted 
Upon. 


The Laclede Gas Light Co. cannot 
distribute nor sell natural gas in St. 
Louis without a new franchise from 
the Municipal Assembly, in the opinion 
of Councilman Schutz; and the assem- 
rbly will have the right to fix the 
price of the product if the Laciede 
monopoly carries out its plan of co- 
Operation with the Busch-Everett- 
Walker syndicate to pipe gas from 
Caddo Mills, La. 
Schutz bases this conclusion on &n 
examination of the Laclede's present 
franchise which, he says, applies only 
to artificial gas. 
“The public may rest assured,” Schutz 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter Monday, 
“that the Laclede company will not 
be permitted to set any price it chooses 
oh natural gas if it brings it to St. 
Louis. 

What Franchise Permits. 
“The present Laclede franchise con- 
templates only the manufacture and 
sale of artificial gas—not natural gas— 
and the company cannot bring gas to 
St. Louis without a new franchise. 
“In granting. the new franchise, the 


to fix. the price, and even to revoke 
the present artificial gas charter, if 
that seems necessary for the protec- 
tion of the public. 

“The price would be stipulated in the 
franchise itself, and not in a separate 
ordinance, as it has been held that 
the figures still could be revised under 
the Cooper act, if embodied itn the fran- 
chise, 

“If the Laclede company distributes 
natural gas in St. Louis, the assem- 
bly can see to it that the price on 
it and on artificial gas both are made 
right. 

“I have not reached a conclusion as 
to what these figures should be. Inves- 
tigation must determine that. 

“Fear has been expressed in some 
quarters that, if the natural gags fran- 
chise is sold to the highest bidder, the 
Laclede company might buy it and then 
refuse to pipe natural gas to St. Louis, 
being content to pay to avert competi- 
tion. There is no basis for such fears. 
The franchise will contain a clause pro- 
viding that if it is not used within a 
reasonable time, it will be forfeited. 

Ordinance to Be Submitted. 

“The Law Department now is drafting 
the ordinance carrying the franchise, 
and within a week I expect to invite 
representatives of the companies asking 
for a natural gas franchise to look it 
over and tell me what they think of 
sg" 

S. L. Swarts of the St. Louis Gas 
Light Heat and Power Co., which has 
a natural gas franchise pending, was 
the man who raised the question as 
to whether the Laclede cémpany would 
use such a franchise if it were granted. 
Swarts’ company is one of three in the 
field. The others are the James O. 
Rodgers’ syndicate, represented here by 
George V. Reynolds and the Busch- 
Everett-Walker syndicate, composed in 
part of men holding large blocks of 
stock in the Laclede monopoly, which 
announced Saturday that it would co- 
operate with the Laclede company in 
laying a $20,000,000 pipe line to St. Louis 
to distribute natural gas here.

HIM ARRESTED 


Husband Hoped Diamonds 
Would Make Her Forget He 
_ Had Wed. Another. 


Second Mrs. Simpson Ac- 
cusés Him and Bigamy 
Charge Is. Anticipated. 


When Ben T. Simpson bought: dia 
monds for his second wife, he thought 
he was insuring himself against the 
danger resulting from her knowledge 
that he had a former and undivorced 
wife.

Tells W..K. Kavanaugh He 
Will Aid the Lakes-to-the- 
‘Gulf Project.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—‘‘The sup- 
port of Senator Stone to the provisions 
of the river and harbor Dbiil, as it 
passed the House of Representatives, is 
promised, and the Senator expressed ‘a 
deep interest in the way St. Louis felt 
regarding his attitude,” said W. K. 
Kavanaugh, president. of fhe Lakes-to- 
the-Gulf Deep Waterways Association, 
last night. | 

“Senator Stone said that we could 
count on his support from start to fin- 
ish, in committee and on the floor of 
the Senate.

Dispatch, takes the rates on coal from the St, 
Louis industrial district to Lincoln, Neb., and 
Chicago as a basis for proving the injustice of 
the rates charged St. Louis. The rate to Lin- 
coln on coal passing from the St. Louis district 
through St. Louis is less than half a cent per 
ton per mile. The rate to Chicago on the same 
coal from the same district fs 3-10 of a cent 
per ton per mile. The rate to St. Louis is never 
less than 1.3 cents per ton per mile and often 
as high as 4 cents. 

The assumption is justified. ‘that railroads cus- 
tomarily charge all the traffic will bear and find 
a balance between long and short haul charges 
to meet the variation between long and short 
havl expense. But averages have been found by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission and there 


lis definite knowledge on which to base a com- 


parison of charges on coal against St. Louis. and 
against other cities. 

In every case the rate to other cities on coal 
from the St. Louis industrial district is far below 
the average rate per ton per mile for all kinds 
of freight. In every case the rate to St. Louis 
on St. Louis coal is from 65 to 400 per cent more 
than the per ton per mile rate for all kinds cf 
merchandise, and from 200 to 600 per cent more 
than the average rate on the same coal when 
shipped to other cities.. 

Why should Chicago get St. Louls coal at a 
rate which is only one-quarter that which St. 
Louis pays? Why should Lincoln get St. Louis 
coal at less than one-third the rate charged St. 
Louis? 

The difference between the rates to Chicago 
and Lincoln and to St. Louis is monopoly’s toll 
on St. Louis business and monopoly’s tax against 
this city’s greatest natural advantage.

With Sse chccue be 06 cckan' a tou ou ou taprenelbel 
of St. Louis coal inside the city proper imposed by 
the Terminal company, this charge may be extend- 
ed far enough into “through traffic” to make it hard 
for St. Louis coal dealers to compete with dealers ¢ise- 
where for business in towns around St. Louis which 
can order from other fields. 

But this is not the point. If begipning aboyt ene. 
hundred and twenty-five miles from St. Louis, the 
Terminal charge is “absorbed” on coal business 
through St. Louis, that draws the line between coal 
rates in railroad business and the special tax on coal 
inside the &t. . Louis industrial limits; , Other towns 
beyond that line are freed from this special’ tax on 
St. Louis when their coal passes over our terminals. 
They are dealt with under the general principles of 
railroad freight business. This is the average, at 
least which appears in considering together such cases 
as Kansas City, St. Joseph, Omaha, Leavenworth, 
Lincoln and -other larger cities, with smaller places 
such as Yates Centér, Beloit and Arkansas City, all 
more than two hundred miles from St. Louis. A smal] 
town west may not get nearly as great an advantage 
because of its distance from St. Louls coal as Chicago 
does, but the smallest town 200 miles away gets the 
great advantage over St. Louis of being dealt with 
under the general principles of railroad business. It 
is not taxed at a special rate over and above regular 
rates, because as ith greatest natural advantage, St. 
Louis has coal in enormous quantities, in a field be- 
ginning .only 12 miles from the St. Louls Courthouse. 

Taking points west of St. Louls which move coal 
through St. Louis, if they move it from the Illinois 
mines near by, the rates to them averaged for West- 
ern Missouri, Kansas and Nebraska in typical large 
and small towns, cut ‘the St. Louis rate per ton per 
mile in two. 

The average below the rate of not quite 1 cent a 
mile for each ton of mixed freight, coarse and fine, 
while St. Louis coal pays an extortionate charge 
above it. At the lowest estimate, St. Louis pays $1.30 
for each ton which travels 100 miles a year in the 
year’s business. On a 250-mile haul, Chicago pays 
only 30 cents'a ton for 100 miles. Kansas City pays 
On each ton for each 100 miles from East St. Louis, 
63.7 cents; Yates Center, Kan., 67.5 cents; St. Joseph, 
Mo., 60 cents, and Lincoln, Neb., 43.5 cents. 

These Western points are offered these rates 
through St. Louis over tracks for which St. Louis ts 
charged 20 cents a ton extra, even if the haul is less 
than a mile. Taking their case with that of Chicago 
on the east, the whole situation comes ww point. The 
point is that there would be more clear money made 
in supplying St. Louis coal to St. Louls from any 
point to any other point in the St. Louis district at 
32 cents a ton for 60 miles as an average than there 
is in supplying it to Chicago at 7 cents a ton over 
@ distance five times as great or in supplying it 
through St. Louis to points west, over two hundred 
miles away, at the rates charged them. 

In addition to what belongs to railroad busines, is 
the special tax of 20 cents a ton inside the city lim- 
its on St. Louls coal because it is a natural advan- 
tage.

] what all traffic, including that in the finest commodi- 


ties, is expected to bear by the combined common 
sense of all American railroads. As every additional! 
hundred tons of coal used in St. Louls manufacturing, 
means an increase in freight movement profitable far 
beyond any profit in the arbitrary charge of $20 on 
the hundred tons, this charge stultifies business sense, 
including the business sense of those who impose it. 
It ought to be abolished outright for St. Louis. It 
could be done at once more profitably than it can be 
“absorbed” in hauling St. Louis coal through St. 
Louis for any outside point whatever.

anything he may have happened to 
touch upon in the course of his pre- 
vious testimony. As a scheme of pre- 
ventive inoculation it is infinitely 
superior to vaccination. The custom

once a year or so, on a charge of not 
keeping the sidewalks in front of 
their offices clean. Thereupon the 
accused would give reasons why he 
could not afford to have the side- 
walk cleaned, and the next time he 
was sued for taking a million dollars 
from some one, he could plead im- 
munity.

NEW. WAY TO KEEP EGGS. 


Eggs well preserved by a new meth- 
od. in vogue in France and Austria, 
and whichris said to eclipse anything 
in the way of cold storage preserva- 
tion yet evolved in this country, may 
soon be sold in Pittsburg markets. An 
advance guard of two dozen were re- 
ceived. yesterday by a local commis- 
sion house. 

These eggs are part of a shipment 
that arrived from Liverpool in New 
York on Tuesday. There were 120 
cases of 120 dozen in each, and it was 
the biggest shipment of foreign eggs 


| for use in this country ever made. 


. By the new preserving process the 
eggs are placed in a retort and heated 
to a degree that will not injure the 
albumen, but will destroy the animal 
life. The air is pumped from the re- 
tort and, as the shell of the egg is 
porous, every bit of air is extracted 
When they are taken 














from the retort they are painted with 
a substance resembling paraffin. ~ 
It is claimed that eggs thus treated 
will remain good indefinitely and that 
they make better eating than in their 
original condition.—Pittsburg Post.

PRISON WORK IN SWEDEN. 


Within a few years the laws of 
Sweden relative to prison labor have 
been modified. Industries like bask- 
etry, brush making, and similar work, 
that the blind: the lame, and the halt 
can do, have been taken from the 
prisons, which now manufacture 
things that can be used by the state 
railroads, the postoffice, the tele- 
graph service, and the army and the 
navy. The work is done mostly in 
the cells. If the cell is not large 
enough, the convict lives in cne and 
works in another. After the third 
year of imprisonment convicts may 
work together in open shops; but the 
number serving long terms is small, 
only 155 in all. Three prisons have 
200 inmates each, while 43 others con- 
tain from 30 up to 100. Different 
prisons follow different employments 
—tailoring, leather work, cabinet 
work, harness making, weaving, the 
making of mail sacks, etc. Skilled in- 
dustrial superintendents teach these 
trades, and the men are fitted to earn 
an honest living on release. In 1904, 
before the reorganization of the pris- 
on industries, the sum total of reve- 
nue from prison work was only about 
$45,000. In 1908 it was’ more than 
$150,000. Sweden also finds work for 
her tramps, from a 30 days’ order up 
to three years, according to circum- 
stances.—New York Post.

They ,were thus as- 
sociated last night,, when M. ° Escalais, 
of the French Opera Co. of New Or- 
leans, sang Manrico at the Garrick— 
and sang it so well that I was exceed- 
ingly grateful to hirn for reviving miy 
recollections of many a year agone, the 
dear days when the “Miserere” tugged 
at my heartstrings and I pitied the 
troubadour-gypsy and his Leonora with 
the deep pity possible only to senti- 
mental youth.

grateful to M. Escalais for his good 
work. The entire Garrick audience ac- 
corded him a notable triumph, ap- 
plauding him to the echo again and 
again. So insistent was:this applause 
that he -was- obliged to sing the ‘Di 
Quella Pira” five times and the ‘Non 
ti scordar di me” three times—although, 
singing in French, these were not the 
words—and at every encore thus grant- 
ed the house simply went wild with 
enthusiasm. It was a great. triumph 
for M. Escalais, as I have already 
said, a triumph to which his ringingly 
vibrant and yet sympathetic tenor, ex- 
cellently used, and the fine dramatic 
ardor with which he threw himself 
into the performance of his task ex- 
cellently entitled him. 


Second to the distinction achieved by 
M. Escalais as Manrico was that of 
Mme. Fierens as Azucena, this exceed- 
ingly capable artist, with a spirit of 
unquenchable fervor, winning the liking 
of her audience to a degree delightful 
to note, in view of the truth that it 
was well deserved. Her voice has deep- 
ened since she was first heard here about 
12 years ago, until now it is a richly 
mellow mezzo, with some sincerely sat- 
isfying contralto tones, and she met 
the demands of the Azucena score with 
very competent ability. In addition, she 
feels and responds to the story’s dra- 


| matic appeal during her every moment 


on the stage, making a ver. vivid and 
colorful portrait of her part, so that 
there was no reason for discontent with 
any feature of her work. Mme. Fierens 
was thus told with great emphasis by 
last night’s audience, receiving an un- 


her feel very definitely assured of the 
house’s commendation of her task’s per- 
formance. 

Mme. Demedy revealed in the Leonora 
role a pleasing soprano which, while 
not so entirély equal to the score’s 
floridly pyrotechnical demands as have 
been certain prima donnas of the Ital- 
jan school heard here in the past, was, 
nevertheless, w.ncommonly likable for a 
genuine emotional quality that added 
much to the satisfyingness of the more 
earnest scenes. Her least memorable 
achievements, therefore, were those of 
the opera’s earlier half, but she grew 
steadily in favor as the story progressed 
and her own score changed in its na- 
ture, until, ultimately she became one 
of the prime favorites of the night. Her 
share in the evening’s triumph was 
then very nearly on a par with that of 
M. Escalais and Mme. Fierens, and, too, 
was similarly deserved. 


The resonant baritone of M. Hensatto 
in the role of the Count di Luna, at 
times rising to a robust tenor of con- 
siderable pleasingness, commended this 
singer to the house’s regard, ,and he in- 
tensifled such commendation by a virile 
and finely consistent dramatic perform- 
ance. M, Huberty, as Fernand, scored 
a distinct success very early in the 
opera’s progress, possessing a basso 
of quite imposing tonal massiveness, an 
impressive stage presence, and a train- 
ing marked by sincere artistic finish. 
Mme, Allard, a modest little French 
maiden, sang Inez quite acceptably, and 
the Ruiz of M. Geofray fitted nicely 
into the completed picture of artistic 
competency. 

The chorus was surprisingly good. The 
orchestra, under M. Tartanac’s direc- 
tion, while not fully realizing the pos- 
sibilities of the score, was reasonably 
competent. The ballet, “La Bohe- 
mienne,” led by Mlle. Febris, was quite 
delightful as rounding out an offering 
of opera in the way dear to opera’s 
sincerest lovers. 

Tonight’s offering is Massenet’s ‘“Ma- 
non,” with M. Zocchi and Mme. Rol- 
land heading the cast—and the excellent 
| first-night achievement of M. Layolles’ 
company justifies confident expectation 
of @ good performance.
